Gigantic Searchlight to Play on May- 
flower During Liberty Statue 
Ceremony. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 30.—New Tork's 
great skyscrapers will be brilliantly 
illuminated Saturday night, when 
President Wilson heads an automo- 
bile parade through the downtown 
section of the city, after he has ac- 
cepted, on behalf of the nation, a 
new electric. flood-lighting system 
for the Statue of Liberty, provided 
by funds raised through popular sub- 
scription by the New York World.

MANY LEADERS IN 
CONGRESS OPPOSE 
EMBARGO ON FOOD 


Representatives Say Fitzgerald 
Proposition Is Wrong ‘Cure’ 
for Existing Evils. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—Arriving 
Congressmen do not take well of Rep- 
resentative Fitzgerald's proposition to 


put an embargo on foodstuffs in an ef- 
fort to reduce the cost of living. The 


charge of Speaker Clark that food men 
are in a criminal conspiracy to boost 
the prices of various necessities of life 
will result in a congressional and per- 
haps legal investigation. 


“I do not think that an embargo will 
be placed on foodstuffs by this Con- 
gress,’’ said Representative Mann, mi- 
nority leader, upon his arrival here 
from Illinois,today. It. is not a remedy 
for the evil for which it is proposed. 
An embargo offered as a retaliatory 
measure is one thing and an embargo 
to regulate pricés another. 


“The country is not ready for regu- 


lation of prices by government and 
that is what a food embargo would 
mean. The logical consequence would 
be governmental regulation on every- 
thing, resulting in Socialism and final 
extinction of initiative and individual- 
it. 

Representative Borland, Democrat, of 
Missouri, charges that there is a “food 
trust.“ 

“Those back of the embargo,“ said 
he, “are aiming at the control and mo- 
nopolization of food supplies by the 
huge food trust of the country. I 
strongly favor the taking of control of 
prices of food supplies away from this 
trust, which is composed of the big cold 
storage plants of the country. But I 
believe the means proposed would in- 
evitably defeat the purpose and I should 
oppose an embargo on those grounds.

Caution to Admiral. 

“On this issue there has been a sug- 
gestion that Beatty stands for the fore- 
ing tactics. There is, of course, much to 
be said for both theories. Both should 
be put into practice within their limite, 
but there is one thing that the lay judg- 
ment is firm about—there must be no 
gambling with the navy.“ 


Admiral Jellico’s appointment to be 
First Sea Lord and Admiral Beatty's 
promotion are hailed with universal sat 
isfaction. In the House of Commons 
the opinion is that Mr. Balfour will re- 
main First Lord of the Admiralty. 

The salient feature of the reorganiza- 
tion of the Board of Admiralty is the 
advent of younger men to the p'aces of 
highest responsibility, and the further 
changes will be on the same lines. 

The changes were not unexpected, as 
recently there has been a demand for 
an infusion of new life on the board 
of the sea lords at Whitehall. The 
case as presented by the critics was 
that none of the sea lords had had 
active service afloat during this war, 
that more than two years of warfare 
had brought about radical changes in 
methods and that the active diréction 
of the fleets by the Admiralty should 
be in the hands of officers who had 
participated in and worked out the 
latest style of operations. 

Since the Government apparently rec- 
ognized the force of these criticisms 
Admiral Jellicoe’s appointment as first 
sea lord is the logical result. 


Beatty's Critics Aiiswered. a 
Sir David Beatty’s promotion to the 


command of the grand fleet gives the 
Government’s answer to criticisms,

the driving power, ruthlessness, ability 
to impress his colleagues and the clear 
vision which ts so sorely needed in the 
War Committee.“ 

Much of the comment centers on the 
past administration of the admiralty, of 
which some sharp criticism is not con- 
fined to papers of one political type. It 
is complained that the admiralty for 
some time has exhibited a lack of vigor 
and a strange aloofness from reality. 
The criticism is not, however, focused 
on First Lord Balfour, except in two in- 
stances—the Daily News and the Dally 
Mall, which call for his removal. 

The Daily News finds his retention of 
the post of Fird Lord disquieting, while 
the Mail makes an addition to 151 many 
recent attacks.

Recommending a non-partisan Prison 
Board of Control, to have full power 
over all matters pertaining to the man- 
agement and policy of State penal and 
_ corrective institutions, the Missouri 
prison Conference Commission yester- 
day closed a two-day session at the 
‘ Planters Hotel by adopting resolutiong 
based on various reports presented to 
: 
'  Governor-elect Gardner, who was the 
Principal speaker of the session, de- 
Clared that the State's deficit of $1,- 
’ 700,000 would seriously hamper prison 
reforms, but that he favored all meth- 
ods whereby real reform might be ef- 
fected. 
' Lieut. Gov.-elect Wallace Crossley, 
State Senator M. E. Casey of Kansas 
City, and W. K. James of Andrew 
County. were appointed a sub-com- 
' mittee to embody the recommendations 
into a bill to be presented to the Leg- 
islaturé in January. The entire com- 
“mission will meet again in two weeks to 
consider the tentative bill, which will 
be drafted by that time. 

A separate resolution was adopted in- 
forming the coming Legislature that 
the commission favors the indeterminate 
sentence law. 

Commission’s Recommendations. 
‘The commission's recommendations 
follow: 

That the present Board of Paroles 
and Pardons and the Board of In- 
spectors, consisting of the Attorney- 
General, Auditor and Treasurer, be 
abolished, and that there be estab- 
lished a new board, to be known as 
the Board of Control of Penal In- 
stitutions, to consist of five mem- 
bers and to have full charge and con- 
trol over the penitentiary, the train- 
ing school for boys in Boonville, the 
industrial home for girls in Chilli- 
cothe and the institution in Tipton. 
The commission furthermore deter- 
. mined that no more than three 
members of the board shall belong 
to the same political party. They 
shail be appointed by the Governor 
and by and with the advice and con- 
sent of the Senate. 

That the Board of Control shall 
have the power to work as many 
able-bodied men as practicable from 
the penitentiary on the public roads 
of the State, in co-operation with 
State highway departments and 
county courts. 

That under the Board Control 
men be worked at industries in the 
penitentiary to manufacture the ar- 
ticles used by all State institutions 
and politica! subdivisions of the 
State, provided that any excess in 
production be put on the open mar- 
ket at the market price. ‘ 

That the Board of Control shall 
have power to secure land in the 
State of Missouri by lease or pur- 
chase as soon as possible, to be used 
for farming purposes by convicts 
from the State penitentiary.

Divorce Defendant Calls Auto 
Driver “Dirty Pup“ During 
Giving of Deposition. 


The deposition of Otto Prawiz of Chi- 
cago, formerly chauffeur for Robert E.

Aub of St. Louis, was filed yesterday 
in Circuit Judge Koerner's court as evi- 
dence in Nolker’s suit to divorce Pearl 
Elizabeth Hyman Nolker.

Mrs. Nolker was 
present and at times interrupted the wit- 
ness with contradictions and denuncia- 
tions. 

Prawiz testified concerning what he 
said he saw when Mrs. Nolker went au- 
tomobile riding with Mr. IIgenfritz“ 
and other men. He asserted that sev- 
eral times he drove Mrs. Nolker and 
ligenfritz to St. Louis County in the 
Nolker machine. On two occasions, the 
witness declared, he observed the de- 
fendant and Ilgenfritz in a loving em- 
brace. 

When Prawiz told of these alleged in- 
cidents Mrs. Nolker spoke up. 

„The dirty skunk,“ she exclaimed.. 

„The same with vou,“ retorted the 
witness. 

Mrs, Nolker also called the witness a 

“dirty pup.“ a dirty rat,” and added, 
„I never heard such lies,” before her 
attorney could stop her. 

After-Theafer Party. 

The chauffeur further related that 
one afternoon he took Mrs, Nolker, her 
sister, Mrs. Teasdale, a “Mr. Drew” 
and two, men from the South, friends 
of Drew, from the Nolker apartments 
at the St. Regis, 4954 Lindell boulevard. 
Mrs. Nolker and her sister went to the 
Victoria Theater and the three men 
were driven to the University Club. 
There they remained until it was time 
to meet Mrs. Nolker and her sister after 
the theater. The party then were driven 
to Busch's Grove, in St. Louis County, 
according to Prawiz. Later he drove 
the party back to the St. Regis Apart- 
ments and the next morning he saw 
the two Southerners emerge from the 
building, he testified. 

The witness testified that he happened 
to be standing at Delmar boulevard and 
Euclid avenue ‘at 1:15 o’clock one morn- 
ing and saw a-taxicab passing with Mrs.

John E. Franklin, president of the 
defunct Bankers’ Trust Co., and 
Charles S. Marsh, who was the secre- 
tary, appeared in the United States 
District Court late yesterday after- 
noon and each gave $10,000 bond to 
answer charges in ‘indictments re- 


turned on Nov. 18 by the Federal 
grand jury after an investigation into 
the company’s collapse. The fact that 
indictments against them had been 
voted was told exclusively in the 
Post-Dispatch last Monday. 

Two indictments, containing three 
counts and charging misuse of the 
mails to further schemes to defraud, 
were returned against both. 

In one indictment they are charged 
with having inflated the values of the 
company’s stock and assets by misrup- 
resenting the values of its holdings and 
by inducing the directors to pay d'ivi- 
dends by misrepresenting to them the 
financial condition of the company. Ths 
specific charge is that they caused to be 
sent to Earl G. Gramling at Cape GUi- 
rardeau on Jan. 27, 1914, a letter con- 
taining an audit by J. W. Reinholdt, 
which it is charged was fictitious. 


Sent to Induce Stock Sale. 
The letter was written to induce Gram- 


ling to invest in the stock of the com- 
pany. It is charged that Franklin and 
Marsh knew the audit was based on in- 
flated values and that the book values 
of the company’s holdings, from which 
the figures for the audit were taken, 
were not the real values of the prop- 
erties, and that the audit was false and 
fraudulent. 

The indictment hdres that the cap- 
ital stock of the company, originally 
$500,000, with a par value of $100 a share, 
was increased to $2,500,000 and bolstered 
to $200 a share by the officers of the com- 
pany borrowing money to pay 20 per cent 
dividends on the stock. 

The second indictment charges in the 
first count that Franklin and Marsh 
defrauded the State Bank of Little Rock, 
Ark., of $35,626.80 in a transaction where- 
by the Bankers’ Trust Co., through its 
officers, agreed to pay the notes of W. 
E. Talley of Little Rock, held by the 
bank, when it took over all of Talley’s 
property. It is charged that instead of 


keeping the agreement made with the 


State Bank the officers of the company 
paid the money into companies of which 
the officers of the Bankers’ Trust were 
either stockholders, partners or owners. 

In the second count of this indictment 
Franklin and Marsh are charged with 
defrauding the State Bank of $35,546.74 
when the company undertook to assume 
securities of the State Bank which had 
been objected to by the bank exam- 
iners, amounting to $216,553.31. 


Balance Never Paid. 
The company agreed to turn the ob- 


jectionable securities into cash and avail- 


able securities. The State Bank re- 
ceived, however, only $175,006.57 for the 
securities. The Bankers’ Trust got a 
commission of $6000 and failed to turn 
over the remaining $35,546.74, asking for 
time to pay this amount. It was never 
paid. 

The indictments followed an extended 
i:vestigation of the Bankers Trust Co. 
by postoffice inspectors. The company 
was a holding company, owning a pro- 
prietary interest in a chain of banks 
in Missouri, Arkansas, Oklahoma and 
Texas. It had no depositors and at 
tWe time of its failure was found to have 
been borrowing heavily from the rural 
banks in which it was interested. 

The stock of the cvinpany dropped 
from $190 a share to $70, on the market, 
within five weeks, and tnree weeks later 
it was quoted at $39 a share. The Post- 
Dispatch made an investigation of the 
company and published details of an 
audit obtained for Harry G. Morrow of 
Clayton, who was u special vice president 
of the company, which showed the amaz- 
ing financial transactions of the com- 
pany. Morrow was one ef the com- 
plainants against the officers of the com- 
pany.

Chief of Police 
Young again was before the grand jury 
yesterday and again was asked why the 
change of policemen to strange beats, a 
method usually adopted on election days, 
was not put into effect on Nov. 7. It is 
understood that this one point is to be 
‘strongly criticised in the report. 

„The charge that hundreds of negro 
voters were kept away from the polls 
through fear of mistreatment by the 
police again was brought up last night 
in the grand jury rooms, and Chairman 
Drabelle of the Board of Election Com- 
missioners was called before the jurors 
and told to make out a statement show- 
ing if the negro vote was normal or 
below normal for the city on Nov. 7.

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Success of Auto Firm Due to 
Dodge Brothers, Latter’s 
Attorney Declares. 


DETROIT, Mich., Nov. 30.—Counse! fcr 
the Dodge Brothers, in closing argu- 
ments in Circuit Court yesterday for an 
injunction to prevent Henry Ford from 
developing the Ford Motor Co.'s busi- 
ness with the profits of the concern, 
declared that the Dodges, and not Ford, 
were responsible for the company’s suc- 
cess, 

Elliot G. Stevenson, the Dodge's at- 
torney, traced the history of the Ford 
Motor Co. from its organization. 
Speaking of Ford's efforts to raise 
money to organize the company in 
1903, he referred to the manufacturer 45 
“an inventive genius or an inventive 
crank.“ Stevenson declared that it was 
the mechanical and engineering ability 
of the Dodge Brothers, Horace E. and 
John F., who became associated with 
Ford, that gave the company the busi- 
ness impetus which brought success. 

Stevenson answered arguments which 
‘were made this forenoon by Alfred 
Lacking, attorney for Ford. The ques- 
tion of whether capital stock can alao 
be legally considered capital assets, cr 
vice versa, was the point at issue. Luck 
ing maintained that the Ford company 
ras not violated the State law which 
provides that no company may incorpo- 
rate for more than $25,000 in Michigan. 
He declared that the law affects only 
the capital stock of a company. The 
Ford Motor Co is capitalized at $2,000,000. 

“When the Legislature said capital 
stock they meant capital,“ said Steven. 
son. “They recognized the danger thut 
the concentrating of capital in the hands 
of one corporation or individual means 
to the community.“ Stevenson declared 
that the Ford Motor Co. has assets 
worth at least 3400, 000,000. 

Arguments were completed yesterday 
afternoon. The case was heard by three 
Circuit Judges from outside of Detroit. 
It is expected they will announce their 
decision within a few days.

fl 33 PRHTING SHIPS! 


2 Battleships, Two Fleet Sub- 
marines and 27 Coast Submers- 
ibles to Cost $65,000,000. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—Secretary 
Daniels awarded contracts yesterday for 
more than $65,000,000 worth of fighting 
ships, including four battleships at 
$11,000,000 each, two fleet submarines at 
approximately $1,190,000 each, and 27 
coast submarines at from $694,000 to 
$695,000 each. 

These vessels comprise the bulk of 
the building program ot 66 craft of 
various types appropriated for by the 
last session of Congress. Bids for four 
battle cruisers wil! be received Dec. 
6 and for three scout cruisers on Jan. 3. 

The House Naval Committee is at 
work on the 1918 bill and early in the 
spring the department must find fa- 
cilities for at least three more battle- 
ships, One battle cruiser and a pro- 
portionate number of other craft re- 
maining on the three-year: construction 
program. The bill to be put through 
this winter for the Navy will carry a 
total of neafly $400,000,000. 

Contracts for two battleships each 
were awarded to the New Tork Ship 
Building Co. and the Newport News 
Ship Building and Dry Dock Co. Sec- 
retary Daniels announced that the com- 
panies had agreed to the department's 
specifications calling for turbo-electric 
propulsion. It was this point which de- 
layed the awards. 

Three of the new submarines will be 
built by the California Ship Building 
Co. of Long Beach; 18 coast and one 
850-ton fleet submersible went to the 
Electric Boat Co. of New York, and the 
remaining six small boats and one 880 
tonner went to the Lake Torpedo Boat 
Co. of Bridgeport, Conn. 

The new battleships will be sister 
ships to the Califorlyu and Tennessee, 
now under construction, except that 
they will be fitted to carry eight 16- 
inch rifles instead of 12 l4-inch. They 
will displace about 32.500 tons.

Electrical Supply Manager Told 
of Wife’s Friendship With 
Another Man. 


A divorce was granted to Loren M. 
Wood of 5963 Maple avenue, manager of 
an electrical supply concern, from Mrs. 
Philip Emily Wood, in Judge Koerner’s 


court yesterday. They were married 
July 9, 1904, and separated May 11 last.

| EDITED IN LONDON 


Deleted by British Censor 
Arrive by Mail. 


Karl H. von Wiegand, a staff corre- 
spondent of the Post-Dispatch and New 
York World in Germany, visited Gen. 
yon Falkenhayn’s army Oct. 18 and 15 
when it was attacking the Rumanian 


frontier passes in the Transylvanian 


the Post-Dispatch describing what he 
had seen. 

Copies of these dispatches, sent by 
mail, reaching the Post-Dispatch yester- 
day, revealed that a considerable portion 
of Von Wiégand’s story was deleted by 
the British censor. 


The first instance of this appears in his | 


description of the scene in Red Tower 
Pass, and the litter left in the road by 
the retreating Rumanians. 

At the western entrance of the pass 
were two huge parks of wagons, artil- 
lery caissons, suppliis and ammunition 
covering many acres,”” Von Wiegand 
wrote, where the panic-stricken Ru- 
manians cut the traces of their horses 
and fled into the mountains, or through 
the pass, when the Rumanian command- 
er gave the order, ‘Every man save him- 
self,“ and he himself escaped on his 
horse.” ‘This entire passage was not 
permitted to be sent by cable. 

Another Deleted Dispatch. 

An interview with Gen. von Falken- 
hayn himself and with his chief of staff 
was permitted to pass, but the remain- 
der of the dispatch was deleted. It is as 
follows: 0 

“Rumania’s situation, as viewed from 
here, would seem to be daily nearing a 
more critical stage. Any hope that Ru- 
mania alone can save herself is not a 
deducible or justifiable conclusion from 
what I have seen from the east end of 
Red Tower Pass to Predeal. 

“Fighting, not without tenacious 
bravery, against superior forces, individ- 
ually and collectively superior, the gen- 
eral staff of the Rumanians so far has 
been outclassed completely and out- 
fought and outmaneuvered t 
strategically at every tur 
mans appeared on the dons 

The Germans are evidently not yet as 
weak as the Rumanian leaders had fig- 
ured. So far, it has been a costly error 
of calculation. With unmistakable indi- 
cations pointing to a vigorous resump- 
tion of the offensive by Mackensen in 
the Dobrudja and with Falkenhayn press- 
ing on all the important passes of the 
Transylvania front, the next weeks 
should answer whether the entente can 
prevent the successful culmination of im- 
pending events, toward which the Ger- 
man operations would seem to be driv- 
ing. 

“That the Rumanian general staff is 
badly rattled and does not know which 
way to turn could be concluded from 
some things seen on the Transylvania 
front. Apparently lacking anything like 
the same spirit, without any of the re- 
sourcefulness and none of the ability and 
miiitary leadership, Rumania, with every 
front attacked, is finding herself in a 
situation somewhat like Germany. 

‘Kronstadt, with its many gabled 
houses, looks like a city of the medieval 
ages, similar to Nuremberg. Crowded 
with German soldiers, it has the appear- 
ance today of a German itv. There 
was desperate street fighting in its out- 
skirts. 

„An entire Rumanian company of 200 
men, behind a railway embankment in 
the southern end of the railway yards, 
was annihilated in a few minutes by one 
Hungarian and one Bavarian machine 
gun, brought into position in a house 
immediately behind them, under cover 
of night. Not a man escaped. Every 
one was dead. 

Called “Elegant Robbers.” 

Elegant robbers’ is what many citl- 
zens called the Rumanians. A number 
of cars, loaded with everything imag- 
inable, placarded, ‘Commission for the 
evacuation of occupied territory,’ is re- 
ported to have been left in the railway 
yards. Sixty cars were filled with the 
contents of a textile factory, 15 of which 
largely loaded with yarn-filled spools 
from the looms, were recovered. 

Neither Hermannstadt, Kronstadt, 
nor the towns and villages of the inter- 
vening hundred miles through which the 
Rumanians fied, show many marks of 
destruction. Whatever else the Ruman- 
ians are charged with, they did not de- 
vastate the country as the Russians did 
ir East Prussia. The Belgians tell about 
the Germans, and the Hungarians -in 
Transylvania here tell about the Ru- 
maniens. There i3 a strange psycholog- 
ical thread of similarity in all these sto- 
ries of atrocities. 

“Documentary evidence of these atro- 
cith« is being gathered. The Germans 
claim to have photographic evidence and 
witnesses of the shooting of 58 wounded 
German prisoners by the Rumanians.”’

| “The most important and active part of the 
machine appears to be the brake,” is the way one 
of the speakers at the recent King’s highway 
hearing at the city hall characterized the exasper- 
ating delay in the effort to build for our city a 
physichl embellishment which, if it fails, will add 
another to the many lost opportunities which are 
responsible for our probable seventh place in the 
country’s rank of cities in 1920. . 
. Aside from the privately kept places, St. Louis 
has not one mile of municipal parkway such as 
progressive cities of the country are building, 
conscious of their beneficial effect on real estate 
values and busifiess prosperity. 

Chicago had a system of internationally known 
boulevards 86 years ago such as St. Louis can 
never hope to have now except at an almost pro- 
hibitive cost. 

Kansas City, 20 years ago, recovering from a 
depression that would have crushed the ardor of a 
less militant civic spirit, set to work, inspired 
by rare vision, to build an asset of beauty and 
value in residential segregation that has since fur- 
nished the model for other aspiring communities. 
And all this was done in the same period of time 
that we have been debating about King’s high- 
way improvement. 

But St. Louis waited. With unwavering faith in 
its geographical advantage and a plethora of 
prophets its future great destiny seemed assured. 
The past served as a guarantee of coming great- 
ness. The voice of the seer urging co-operative 
constructive policies was too often drowned in the 
choruses of short-sighted self-interest and dema- 
goguery. 

The result, now apparent to many who scorned 
previous warnings, not yet found clear and 
forceful expression, since its cause finds as many 
interpretations as we have brands of weather. 

If St. Louis is to come to its own there must 
be, to begin with, an honest effort at self- 
analysis, 

Given natural advantages as we have, St. Louis 
should today, and for all time to come, be the 
greatest inland city in the country. If we have 
not attained this goal the fault lies with us and 
not with our location. 

City building today is a science predicated on 
principles as true as those of mathematics. 

The city is an organization born of community 
and its perfection the result of intelligent social- 
ization of effort and production. Paramountcy of 
individual over urgent community demands stunts 
general economic and social welfare. Supremacy 
of public over private interest quickens individual 
hope and opens the way for ney and unrestricted 
opportunity. 

City planning, now recognized as the science 
of community system, of its economic value and 


submits itself to this new civic function returns 
to its people the greatest measure of co-operative 
I am fully conscious of the many evidences of 


intelligent application of co-operative effort in

When, some years ago, one of our most eminent 
engineers was engaged by the City Plan Commis- 
sion to prepare a study of our street railway 
transportation needs, an Assembly unfriendly to 
this engineer cut off the appropriation. I don't 
recall of any serious protest by any of our news- 
papers at that time and the engineer has since 
gone to New York, where he has found a d market 
for his superior ability. 

The experience of the parkway election is too 
recent to be touched on except to call attention 
to the unwillingness of our people to assume 
necessary burdens to accomplish ends that would 
mean a new-born hope to every inhabitant. De- 
feated not only by the taxpayer who was honest 
in his opposition, but by petty jealousies and the 
self-seeker who deliberately stultifies himself to 
injure others. 

As a result, what promised to be the beginning 
of a new era.for St. Louis set back the hand of 
time and incidentally put a seal of discredit on 
the greatest expert in city planning in the West- 
ern country; one whom nearly every city in the 
Central West delights to honor and under whose 
magic wand communities are blossoming into 
prosperity theretofere unknown. 

Washington avenue widening from Jefferson 
avenue west, tha only immediate hope for a dig- 
nified thoroughfare, passed after a hard fight in 
the Assembly, perhaps five years ago, is still 
slumbering in the commission. 

The plan for Twelfth street extension south of | 
Market street, to the viaduct, was repealed and 
the extension from the viaduct south has been 
turned into a burlesque on city planning that 
justly excites a snicker from the man who comes 
to St. Louis tc learn thoroughfare planning. 

Perhaps our answer will be the travesty of Locust 
street west of Jefferson avenue and the equally 
humorous proposed treatment of widening (7) 
Olive street west of Fourteenth street. Both are 
makeshifts that, especially in the case of Olive 
street, will come back to haunt the future city, 
and as a piece of city planning, will fail in their 
purpose and react on the future development of 
these streets.
